Alexander 
Owens, a veteran of the Soldiers’ Home, 
was taken ill on the street today ahd died 
in the ambulance on the way to the bos- 
pital. He was afflicted with heart disease. 

Louis Shink, a German, 50 yearg old, 
having a family and being out of work, 
shot himself dead. 

An unknown colored, man quarrelod witn 
his wife, walked uptown and shot himself 
with suicidal intent. While waiting 
the patrol-wagon, he changed his ‘ath 
and arose and assaulted the policeman 
who was arresting him. The officer was 
horribly slashed with a knife across the 
‘face and neck in several places. Tus 
negro was locked upp.

SEVEN 


Lynching of Negroes 
in Georgia. 

The Murder of Joseph Isom 
18 Avenged. 


Tae White and Black Citizens of 
Brooks County About 
to Olash. 


Another Tragedy Enacted at Au- 
gusta—The Negro Assassin is 
Threatened by a Mob— 
of Victims.

QUITMAN (Ga.,) Dec. 23.—-The lives of 
seven negroes have been taken in the last 
twenty-four hours in revenge for that of 
one white man; and, unless all signs fail 
utterly, many more lives are in jeopardy. 
Two bodies of determined men, b&yveen 
four hundred and five hundred strong, 
every man being heavily armed and each 
body about equal in numerical strength, 
are separated by less than a mile of coun- 
try and lable to clash at any time. 

This is the spect&cle presented here in 
Brooks county tonight. One body is made 
up of stern, determined white men bent 
on revenge for the brutal murder of one 
of the best citizehs of this county. The 
other is made up of negroes, terror- 
stricken and fearful lest their families be 
made the objects of the same fate as has 
already befallen sven of their number, 
and ready to defend themselves from such 
fate as well as they may be able. What 
the next twenty-four hours will bring 
forth no one cam predict. That there will 
be an open clash seems very much more 
than probable at this writing. The au- 
thorities are powerless, and practically no 
efforts have yet been made to bring about 
peace, save by the relatives of the man 
whose murder is the cause of it all. 

On Thursday, Joseph Isom, one of 
Brooks county's most prosperous farmers 
and best citizens, Was murdered by a party 
of negroes, and i leaked out that the 
killing ot Isom: was a part of a plot to kill 
all the whites whe Were in the posse which 
a few weeks ago arrested Jesse Jeffreth 
for the ‘killing of T. Moulden, Isom. was 
most popular ban in the county. He 
lived. ten miles north of here in a part of 
the county where the negroes outnumbered 
the whites, and the killing created great 
excitement. When it developed that the 
Same gang of negroes had sworn to kill 
other white men, the whites gathered to- 
gether as if by one accord, and the work 
of death and destruction began. Of the 
seven who are dead, the names of only 
four could be obtained this afternoon. 

A reporter visited the scene late this 
evening. Every crossroad was found pick- 
eted with sentinels, and every man in the 
county, is armed to the teeth. When one 
of the race excitement occurs King Terror 
rules in the homes of the whites as well 
as blacks, and this is such a case. There 
aré probably five hundred men under 
arms, covering an area of about five 
square miles. About a mile and a half 
from the home of the Isoms were about 
two hundred whites all well armed and 
breathing all sorts of vengeance. A mile 
further was a crowd of negroes of about 
the same size armed with Winchester ri- 
fles, pistols, axes, clubs and every avail- 
able weapon, waiting for the whites to at- 
tack them. They are intrenched in and 
around a lot of negro cabins in the midst 
of a thin grove, and the latest information 
is that the whites are advancing.on them 
from two sides. 

A. M. Taylor, Eli Frazer, Sam Pike and 
Henry Sherard are four negroes, known 
to have been killed. It is understood that 
Waverly Pike, Jim McCall andsa negro 
named Herring were probably the others. 
The county is comparatively sparsely set- 
tled, and the facilities for securing in- 
‘formation are very meager. Pike is the 
negro who killed Isom. He has been in 
hiding where the trouble has occurred. As 
the reporter left the scene there seemed 
every likelihood of a pitched battle to- 
E. Tillman, brother-in-law 
of Isom, was here, doing everyth in his 
power to restrain the whites. 1 e has sent 
hurried messengers all over the county, 
summoning to his aid conservative men, 
in the hope that they would prevent fur- 
ther bloodshed. It will be impossible to 
know tonight how well they succeed. 

Details of the killing ot the seven ne- 
groes are very meager. Taylor, Frazer, 
Pike and Sherard were together about 
sunset last night. They were regarded as 
four of the ringleaders of the conspir- 
acy to kill and burn, and were es- 
pecially sought for. A half dozen whites; 
one of whom is said to have been Isom’s 
brother-in-law, came upon the negroes, 
and ordered them to submit to arrest. 
One of the negroes answered with a 
shot, and struck one of the whites, and 
four. blacks were shot down in their 
tracks. The other three were caught, 
one at a time. Many of Isom’s neighbors 
who are in the crowd will not listen to 
any peaceful talk. They declare that 
for the sake of their wiVes and children 
and for their own safety, they must stamp 
out the gang that has sworn to murder, 
and tonight that spirit seems the predomi- 

nant one.. If the fight comes it will be a 
desperate one. 

The killing of Isom occurred in the 
public road, not far from his home, and 
the circumstances attending it seem to 
throw doubt upon the conspiracy theory. 


‘Isom was here Thursday, and while in 


town had some words with Waverly Pike, 
a negro living in his vicinity. Apparently 
everything was smoothed over when he 
started for home. When he started with 
Henry Timmon, his brother-in-law, for 


Capt. Timmon’s home, about half a mile 


from Isom’s, they met four negroes, two 
on horseback and two in wagons. Pike 
and West and McCall were on horseback. 
The two Herring boys were in the wagon. 
They came near riding over Isom, who 
remonstrated. 

He said: Look out! Don't run over 
me, and stepped out of the way. Just 
then Pike drew a pistol, and, without a 
word, fired, the bullet piercing Isom’s 
heart. Pike and McCall fired three shots 
each at the prostrate body of Isom, and 
they broke for their horses. Pike made 
his escape, but McCall and the Herrings 
were arrested, and are in jail. In this 
present excitment there is grave danger 
of these three being lynched. 


WHOLESALE SHOOTING. 


Another Negro Assassin Threatened 
by an Augusta Mob. 
4ssociated Press Leased-wire Service, 

AUGUSTA (Ga.,) Dec. 23.—Hon. William 
H. Fleming, Speaker of the Georgia House, 
and Judge William F. Eve of the County 
Court have finished addresses to a mob 
of 300 citizens that are gathered around 
the County Ja with the intention of 
lynching Jake Wiggins. It is believed the 
better counsel has prevailed and that there 
will be no assault on the jail. : 

Saturday night Wicgins killed a negro 
named Anderson Williams, across the river 
on the Carolina side. He was tracked to 
Augusta by a negro spotter and the 
Augusta police were told of his where- 
abouts. A posse of police surrounded the 
house in the upper part of Augusta, and 
broke in the door. “Wiggins opened fire 
on the officers with a pistol in each hand. 
Detective Joe Murray was shot in the 
head and is dying at the hospital. Police- 
man Stringer was also shot in the head 
and G@innot recover. Policeman Wrenn 
was shot in the leg. John Davis, a spec- 
tator, was shot in the region of the heart 
and killed. The negro escaped, but a Iittle 
while later was held up by a youth named 
Jordan and finally arrested. During the 
melee at the house and the flight of the 
negro when the fugitive was under fire 
from many persons, over 150 shots were 
fired and the man was slightly wounded 
in. the left side. 

At 9 o’clock the crowd at the jail bad in- 
creased to a thousand. There is no leader 
and it is not thought that any attempt will 
be made to enter the jail, which is a 
strong Structure and will protect him. The 
Sheriff and Mayor vow there shall be no 
lynching in Augusta tonight or any other 
night. 


SZTTLED HIS FATE. 


Tragedy at a Slaughter-house in 
New Orleans. 

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 23.—George King, 
a desperate negro, was lynched at the 
slaughter-house just below the city this 
evening. He had a difficulty with some 
butchers, and, saying he would not be 
blaffed, went off aud got a shotgun and 
a bag of shot. Constable Guerre came up 
and tried to arrest him, and the. negro 
escaped to a barn, from which he fied into 


Constable and half a dozen others. 

The barn was burned down and the 
negro forced into the open, where he was 
shot, and then dragged to a tree and 


hanged. 
ALASKA. 


A CODE OF LAWS NEEDED FOR 
THE TERRITORY. 


Changes in the Entire Legal System 
„of the Seal Islands Will be 
Recommended—The Catch 

Limit.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—It is under- 
stood that Congress will, later in the pres- 
ent session, make an effort to provide a 
code of laws for the government of Alaska, 
which is to be submitted as the result of 
the inspection made of the Alaskan coun- 
try last summer by Assistant Secretary 


| Hamlin and Joseph W. Murray, inspector 


of salmon fisheries. These gentlemen 
gave especial attention to the seal fisher- 
les, and will, of course, dwell upon this 
feature, especially in their report; 
but they will also recommend changes in 
the entire legal system of the seal islands 
and the maintaining as well, covering all 
the subject connected with the govern- 
ment of the Territory. 

The Oregon laws are at present in force 
in Alaska, and have been ever since the 
organization of the Territory. They are, 
in many instances, ill-adapted to the lo- 
cal conditions prevailing in Alaska, and 
even where they are fairly satisfactory 
the means of administering them are so 
inefficient as to have caused very serious 
complaint in the past on the part of the 
people affected. Hence, besides recom- 
mending lews for the government for the 
seal-catchers and others, looking to the 
prevention of destruction of salmon inter- 
ests, Messrs. Hamlin and Murray will 
probably recommend timber laws, new 
land, mining, liquor, customs and school 
laws. There will also probably be a rec- 
ommendation that three or four judicial 
districts be created to take the place of 
the present system which is comprised in 
one district. 

The report embodying their recommen- 
dations is now in course of preparation, 
and will be submitted to Congress as 
early in the session after the holidays as 
possible, with the hope that there may 
be time left for Congressional action. It 
is believed that the report will take strong 
grounds for fixing the next year’s sealing 
catch at a lower limit than that of last 
year. 


NOT SO GLOOMY. 


—— 
Hohenlohe Said to be Proceeding 
More Diplomatically.

LONDON, Dec. 23.—The correspondent 
of the Times at Berlin says that he does 
not think that the present situation in 
Germany is so gloomy as it is generally 
supposed. He adds that Chancellor von 
Hohenlohe has perceived that he has made 
a mistake and will turn back before it is 
too late. There is reason to hope that 
nothing more will be heard of the so- 
cialistic incident except the strengthening 


of the disciplinary rules of the Reichstag. 

The Cologne Gazette in an inspired ar- 
ticle says that Chancellor von Hohenlohe 
is not a man to run head- against a wall; 
on the contrary he will leave no stone 
unturned to obtain from the Reichstag 
by calm negotiations what he requires in 
order to fill that in which be has lost most 
weight. Loss of influence with the Reich- 
stag would render the attainment of his

WIDESPREAD.

Damage Wrought by 
the Storm. 


Many British Towns Suffer 
Severely. 


The Loss of Life is Said to be not 
Much Less Than One 
Hundred. 


Belgium also Feels the Effects of the 
Gale—Heavy Floods in Hol- 
land—The Dykes are in 


Danger.

LONDON, Dec. 23.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
Reports from various parts of Great 
Britain show that the gale is abating. The 
storm raged with the greatest fury all 
day yesterday. Telegraphic communica- 
tion with Scotland is completely inter- 
rupted while the wires in the Midland 
counties and Ireland are more or less dam- 
aged. There is hardly a town of any size, 
but reports personal casualties and dam- 
ages to property. Manufacturing towns 
in the north and west suffered badly. 
Roofs were torn off and chimneys col- 
lapsed, crashing through adjoining build- 
ings and killing and injuring a number of 
working people. A number of fishing 
boats are missing. Three boats were 
swamped off Stornway and twenty-five oc- 
cupants drowned. Much damage was done 
to houses in Dublin and the suburbs ot 
that city. People in the Donegal Hills 
are reported to be suffering terribly, their 
cottages being wrecked and flooded. 

The ships America and the Mary E. 
Marshall went ashore near Greenock. The 
Arklow was driven ashore in Scalpsie Bay 
and has nine feet of water in her hold. 
It is expected that she will be a total loss. 
All around the coast vessels are reported 
to be stranded. The ship Carmichael was 
wrecked off Holyhead and five of her crew 
were drowned. The other six men on her 
were rescued with much difficulty. 

The four-masted County of Kinross for 
Hartlepool was seen off that port lying 
on her beam-ends and apparently sink- 
ing. Her crew were seen on her with 
life-belts on. The actual number of deaths 
is unknown, but it is expected the list will 
not. be much less than one gundred. The 
American ship Kennebec from Port 
Blakely, which had discharged her cargo 
at Belfast, broke adrift and sank a ug 
and damaged another vessel. 

DAMAGE IN BELGIUM. 

BRUSSELS, Dec. 23.--The storm has 
caused much damage ‘hrougaout Belgium. 
Many of the Belgian fishing-boats are 
missing. 

The town of Dendermonda, at the con- 
fluence of the Dender and Scheldt rivers, 
was inundated by the overflowing of the 
Dender. The inhabitants were aroused by 
the tocsin and escaped, but the property 
loss is great. The villages of Audegeme, 
Dendervill®, Mespelace, Appels and Baes- 
rode were also inundated. 

THE ELBE OVERFLOWS. 

HAMBURG, Dec. 23.—The River Elbe 
has overflown its banks and inundated 
the lower parts of the tuwn. The water 


is so deep that tramway cars are unable to 


run. 
HOLLAND INUNDATED. 

AMSTERDAM, 23.—Heavy floods 
have been caused the storm in Holland. 
The rivers Maas and Rotte rose twelve 
feet, inundating parts of Rotterdam. 
Boats were used in the streets and in the 
market-places, which were like lakes. 
Many of the dykes threatened to give way 
under the heavy pounding of the sea. In 
several places the water succeeded in 
breaking through, and the country in the 
vicinity of the breaks * flooded. Nine 
houses collapsed. 

At Utrecht, several persons were drowned 
by the capsizing of a boat. Telegraph 
and telephone wires were everywhere 
broken. The bark Caroline, from Savan- 
nah for Hamburg, went ashore near Eg- 
mondsee and hecame a total wreck. Her 
cargo is being washed upon the beach. 
Part of her crew were drowned.

AGAINST ELKINS. 


Judge Nathan Goff, a Probable Can- 
didate for United States Senator.

Va., says that judge Nathan Goff, who 
has been holding court in South Carolina, 
arrived at his home yesterday and has 
been in close conference with political 
friends, including Hon. C. S. Davis, who 
is himself an active candidate for the 
United States Senate against Elkins. It 
was given out this evening that Judge Goff 
would, in all probability, announce his 
candidacy for the Senate within the next 
twenty-four hours. 
If he does he will probably prove a 
formidable opponent. He has cight votes 
pledged to him and Senator Whittaker 
and Hon. T. J. Hutchinson each have as 
many more. Judge Goff’s candidacy 
would raw heavily from Kjkins and at the 
same time solidify the followers of the 
other candidates, all of whom the identi- 
fied with the Goff wing of the party. 


MADE OF “WHOLE CLOTH.” 


WHEELING (W. Va.,) Dec. 23.—The dis- 
patch from Baltimore tonight quoting a 
Clarksburg, W. Va., special to the effect 
that Judge Nathan Goff will announce his 
candidacy for.the United States Senate 
against ex-Secretary Elkins, as the result of 
a combine of the anti-Elkins forces, is be- 
lieved here to be made of whole cloth. 
There is no probability that Goff will be a 
candidate for the Senate. He has em- 
phatically stated he will not be. More 
than three-fourths of the Republican mem- 
bers-elect of the Legislature have pub- 
licly declared themselves for Elkins. 


Millions of Feet Burned. 
TONAWANDA (N. .) Dec. 23.—Fire 
broke out shortly after 3 o'clock this 
mornig in the lumber-yards of Weston & 
Son and destroyed 8,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber, valued at over $150,000. The fire is 
supposed to have been of incendiary ori- 


gin. The loss is covered by insurance. 
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LONDON MARKETS. 
The Currency Question Militates 
Against American Securities. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

LONDON, Dec. 23.—(By Atlantic Cable) 
The usual demand at the end of the year 
had the effect of slightly hardening money 
and discount rates. It is expected, how- 
ever, that there will be a relapse with 
the coming of the new year, and the re- 
lapse of dividends. Prices at the Stock 
Exchange were fairly well maintained. 
The dealings, however, were chiefly cen- 
tered in the mining, South African shares 
advancing. The feature of this market 
was buying from Paris and consols were 
strong. Colonial securities were rather 
dull. Foreign securities were firm. 

There was little change in British rafl- 
way securities. American railway se- 
curities were irregular. The currency 
question militates against a revival. Erie 
seconds were 3% lower. Atchison mort- 
gage, Milwaukee, Denver preferred, Nor- 
folk preferred, and reading firsts were 
down from 1 to 1%, while all the others 
showed smaller declines. Grand Trunk 
and Canadian Pacific were virtually un- 
changed. Argentine and Brazilian securi- 
ties were somewhat lower. 

A FAIR BUSINESS AT MANCHESTER. 

MANCHESTER, Dec. 23.—The market, 
last week, was very quiet. The inquiry, 
however, was large, but the limits were 
made below the market. Business to a 


fair extent was done for China. Moderate 


miscellaneous sales were made for the 
minor market. Prices were easy, though 
not quotably changed. In yarns, the busi- 
ness was confined to daily needs, and 
prices were mostly slightly lower. Stocks 
are increasing. The number of idle looms 


is still increasing. 


BURNING BABES. 


A Distracted Mother's Awful Dis- 
covery at Brooklyn. 
Associated Press Leased-wiré Service. 

BROOKLYN (N. Y.,) Dec. 23.—A fire oc- 
curred tonight in the flat occupied by 
Charles Cornwall. Both Cornwall and 
his wife were away from their home at 
the time, three children being left behind. 

In some unaccountable way the fire 
started, the first intimation of it being 
when Mrs. Jane Hanson, an elderly woman 
living across the hall, heard the children 
screaming. She opened the door of the 
Cornwall flat, and smoke swelled out, 
almost smothering her. She saw a smok- 
ing bundle on the floor, and it proved to 
be one of the little ones. Picking it 
up, she ran screaming to the street. 

Mrs. Cornwall was returning from the 
grocery store, when she saw her neigh- 
bor with the burning bundle. Immediately 
behind Mrs. Hanson was Maude, an older 
child, her clothing in flames. Mrs. Corn- 
wall grabbed the baby from the old woman 
and ran down the street. Some one on 
the street threw a coat around the child 
and extinguished the flames. A block away 
the “crazed mother was stopped with the 
infant, its clothes still smoking, and both 
were found to be quite badly burned. No 
one knew another child was missing, but 
after the fire was extinguished, the charred 
remains were found. 


THIRTEEN BODIES. 


A SCENE OF HORROR AT THE 
CHELFORD WRECK. 


More Than Forty Persons Injured, 
Several of Whom Will Die— 
Work of Rescue Promptly 


Begun. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
LONDON, Dec. 23.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The Manchester express on the London and 


Northwestern Railway, which was wrecked | 


at Chelford last night, consisted of two 
engines and sixteen coaches filled chiefly 
with people bound from Manchester for 
London to spend the holidays. 

A number of freight cars were being 
shifted near Chelford, when the wind, 
which was blowing with great violence, 
started one of them back on the rails. The 
runaway car was driven slantwise across 
the main line, just as the express ap- 
proached. The engineer of the express, 
which was running at the rate of forty 
miles an hour, saw dimly ahead the huge 
obstruction approaching and the brakes 
were applied and the engines reversed, 
but the momentum of the heavy train 
was so great that its speed was not quickly 
checked. The engines and three coaches 
got clear of the point before the car 
struck the express. The coacbes which 
were hit by the car were completely 
smashed and those 
railed and partially shattered. 

All the lights were extinguished, and 
that added to the fears of the passengers. 
The scene was horrible, the uninjured pas- 
sengers screaming, the wounded groaning, 
the guards and porters hoarsely shouting 
for assistance. Men with lanterns were 
sent to stop another train, which was ape} 
proaching the scene of the wreck. Fires 
were lighted alongside the line to enable 
the rescuers to pursue their work. Those 
passengers who had not been hurt scram- 
bled out of the cars and formed a relief 
party. Thirteen bodies were taken from 
the wreck. Some of them were badly mu- 
tilated. A number of people on the train 
had narrow escapes. All the officials ex- 
cept the fireman of the first engine escape@ 
death, but most of them were injured. 

The second engine was derailed and 
overturned. Its engines were only slightly 
hurt. Medicines and other aid soon ar- 
rived from Crewe and the injured, whe 
numbered over forty, were attended to. 
Several of those injured will die. One 
carriage that was derailed by the force of 
the collision struck and completely de- 
molished a signal box side the line. A 
special train brought them to London, 


ILL AT EASE. 


Charges Revived Against ex-Bank 
President Godney.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Dec. 23.—An alleged 
erabezzler from one of the oldest banks in 
Bloomiagton, III., has been run down by 
an Allan O. Pinkerton Agency detective 
here, but the latter suddenly disappeared 
after he became friendly with the alleged 
embezzler, without even giving the lat- 
ter’s name. The detective gave his 
nme, on arriving in this city two 
weeks ago, as J. M. Brooks, but told cer- 
tain people that his name was Willinm 
Bell. He was very anxious to have it un- 
derstood he was not working for the 
Pinkerton brothers’ detective agency. 

According to his story, one of the oldést 

and most trusted employees of a Blooming- 
ton (III.) bank, which is a branch of a 
Chicago institution, asked for a vacation 
and went to Yankton, 8. D., then asked 
for an extension of time and came to the 
Coast. His books were experted and it 
was found he was $37,000 short. The case 
was put in the bands of the Allan 0. 
Pinkerton Agency and Brooks started out 
to run his man down. He trailed him to 
Kansas City, Ogden, Butte, Portland, Or., 
and finally to Seattle, where he was living 
under the name of Walker. 
Brooks, after arriving here, claimed to 
locate his man and get a confession from 
him that he had $17,000 sewed in the lining 
of lis coat. He said that he did not want 
to return, but would settle if the bank 
would give him $19,000 that was owed to 
him. Extradition papers werc made out, 
but the matter was kept from the police 
because of the danger of their arresting 
the man and spoiling the chance of a re- 
covery of the money. Suddenly the de- 
tective became friendly. with the alleged 
@mbezzier and commenced avoiding the 
attorney. Then he became involved with 
a fair siren named Lillian and, after a 
trip into the woods, ostensibly for a deer- 
hunt, he took a train for San Francisco 
and the mext day Lillian left for that city 
by steamer. 

So far as can be learned nothing has 
been done to settle the affair with the 
bank. Brooks never let any one see the 
alleged embezzler, so it is not known whe 
and where he is. 


WENT TO PIECES. 


Bark Southern Chief the Prey of the 
Storm. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Dec. 23.— 
The bark Southern Chief from Tacoma for 
Adelaide, Australia, succumbed to the fury 
of last Wednesday’s storm. She went to 
pieces and was abandoned, fifty-two miles 
southwest of Cape Flattery. Her cap- 
tain, James Cheston, and crew, fifteen 
persons all told, were taken off the sink- 
ing vessel Friday morning by the bark- 
entine Skagit and brought to this port. 

An unknown ship previously passed the 
Southern Chief and refused to heed her 
signals of distress. Only one seaman was 
injured, he having his leg jammed by 
lumber. The Chief ran into the gale early 
Thursday morning, which, together with 

SS seas, opened up seams in the vessel 
and she quickly became water-logged. 
Over thirty thousand feet of lumber jetti- 
soned when her stern quarters were car- 
ried away. A heavy sea was sweeping her 
decks fore and aft when the Skagit came 
along and rescued the crew. The vessel 
was valued at $7000, and her cargo cost 
$10,000; fully insured. 

The revenue cutter Grant, which was 
ordered to go out in search for overdue 
vessels, sailed tonight. She will prob- 
ably be gone two weeks. 

The barkentine Skagit, which arrived 
today, twenty days from San Pedro, re- 
ports making a big semi-circle on the voy- 
age to Cape Flattery, and did not en- 
counter any unusually stormy weather, 
and neither did she sight any vessels in 
distress, which would seem to dispel the 
idea that the missing vessels had got out 
to the westward, and were heading in 
toward shore.

The Aims of the California State 
Protective Association.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23.—Since the 
organization of the California State Pro- 
tective Association, the officers and trus- 
tees have been besieged by politicians, 
both large and small, who are endeavoring 
to use their influence to further the ends 
of the liquor men, but it seems that the 
liquor men have no use for the politicians.

MOUNT RAINIER. 


The Seattle Explorers Facing the Big 
Climb After Various Experiences.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Dec. 23.—A message 
from the Post-Intelligencer party for the 
exploration of Mt. Rainier brought by a 
pigeon, which was released at the mouth 
of Carbon Glacier at 8:30 a.m., today, tells 
of the arrival of the party at the base 
of the mountain on the previous evening, 
and of great avalanches.

Pass to examine the route to the summit. 
CONSPIRED TO KILL. 


Suspicions Attaching to the Bolles 
Junction Wreck.

SAFE.

OAXACA (Mex.,) Dec. 23.—A courier 
from the Guatemalan border reports that 
there is such a disturbed condition of 
affairs on the frontier that farms and 
ranches are being abandoned and the peo- 
ple are seeking places“ of safety from the 
depredations and crimes that are being 
constantly committed by the bandits and 
outlaws following in the wake of the sol- 
diers.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Recent news- 
mail advices received here from Ja- 

show that the question of the terms of 
peace that Japan will demand of China is 
a fruitful subject of conversation among 
the natives. Opigions, however, differ re- 
garding these terms, and, while some 
journals condemn, they are more specific 
in their demands than usual. One paper 
asserts that Formosa, so important from a 
commercial and military point of view, 
must at all events be taken. After de- 
tailing what an immense expenditure 
must be incurred by Japan in supporting 
Korea and protecting Japanese: interests 
in the north of China, the paper declares 
that Formosa will have to be annexed 
as a recourse from which to draw re- 
ceipts at least equal to the prospective 
expenditures. Another paper enters a 
strong protest against the claims advanced 
that China must surrender territory en- 
tirely out of proportion to the objects for 
which the war was undertaken. 

Assuming that the was is practically 
over, the Japanese are already discussing 
Japan’s prospects thereafter. Kanekow, 
the Vice-Minister of State for Agriculture 
and Commerce, has been looking into the 
history @of the United States after the 
great Avil war, and that of Germany after 
the Franco-Prussian war, for light on the 
subject, and the Noshomusho has been 
holding consultations about the matter for 
some time, But the investigations are far 
from concluded.

BONACUM WINS. 


Priests in His Diocese Seeking Em- 
ployment Elsewhere.

OMAHA (Neb.,) Dec. 23.—The priests of 
the Lincoln diocese, who have been fight- 
ing Bishop Bonacum for two years, have 
surrendered. They admit that the bishop 
has won, and, it he has not been sustained 
at Rome, the diplomacy of Mgr.

The trouble between Bonacum and his 
priests began two years ago over the 
refusdl of Father Corbett of Palmyra to 
submit to some ruling of the bishop's 
which he thought was tyrannical, The 
bishop was finally tried for libel, charges 
being preferred by Corbett that the bishop 
had injured him in some of his publica- 
tions to Corbett’s congregation, The 
bishop was acquitted. Satolli visited Lin- 
coln for the purpose of investigating the 
trofible, but was unable to do 80. 
matter was appealed to Rome, but if ever 
passed upon the verdict was never made 
public. 

The moral offense of Father English 
was his testimony against the bishop in 
the Corkle case in Nebraska City last May.

OPPOSITION TO THE BERING SEA 
DAMAGES. 


Mr. Hitt of Illinois Thinks that 
Uncle Sam Has Been Assessed 
too Much—Claims of Ameri- 

‘ can Ship-owners.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Secretary 
Gresham’s communication to Congress 
relative to paying $425,000 for Bering 
Sea seizure purposes is occasioning much 
discussion among those who have been 
giving attention to the subject. Repre- 
sentative Hitt of Illinois, who introduced 
the resolution calling for the information, 
is not yet satisfied that the United States 
should pay the lump of $425,000 for. the 
seizures, as he says that the positive evi- 
dence already adduced shows the same 
to be excessive.y large. ** 

Mr. Hitt points out that the amount 
forts up to $439,000, which is little more 
than the amount of the proposed compro- 
mise. Of this $439,000, Mr. Hitt says that 
$357,000 is for “probable earnings,” es- 
timated catch, etc. That is, e ships 
claim large damages for what they might 
have earned had they not been seized, so 
that their claim is for prospective or re- 
mote damages and only a portion for 
damages actually sustained. Mr. Hitt 
says that this theory of prospective dam- 
ages was expressly repudiated before the 
famous awards commissions. It was then 
held that the United States could not 
recover for what a number of American 
ships might have done since they have 
been seized. The Congressman says that 
this precedent and others settles the prin- 
ciples of international law, and that the 
remote damages cannot be collected. 

It is also shown that, of the eighteen 
ships claiming damages, ten were American 
ships. Some of these were flying the 
British flag merely for the sake of avoid- 
ing detection. Mr. Hitt urges that it is 
not for Great Britain to collect alleged 
damages to American ships. The claims 
of these American ships are included in 
the settlement of $425,000, although Mr. 
Hitt savs that the United States should 
deal with its own ships in is own way 
and not through Great Britain as an inter- 
medlary. After deducting the $357,000 
for “probable earnings, and further de- 
ducting the claims of the ten American 
ships, Mr. Hitt holds that there is very 
little left of the original claim and that 
$425,000 is far in excess of what it ought 
to be.

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Dec. 23.—A horse- 
less carriage went skimming along the 
smooth asphalt pavement of Fourteenth 
street, in the vicinity of Cherry street, 
today, fulfilling Mother Shipton’s prophecy 
that “Carriages without horses shall run,“ 
and terrifying two negroes, who saw sparks 
and apparently sulphurous flames issuing 
from under it. 4 : 
The vehicle was an electric carriage of 
Kansas City invention and manufacture, 
and is the only one in the United States, 
although similar ones are used in the Old 
World. The invention is Dr. H. C. Baker’s, 
and was patented by himself and J. H. 
Elberg, in whose carriage shop in this city 
the carriage was made. F. S. Patton had 
charge of the electricity, and t ma- 
chine worked perfectly. A speed of eleven 
miles an hour was obtained. 

The carriage is about the size of an 
ordinary one. One seat, holding three 
persons, faces the front, and another one 
that will accommodate a similar number 
faces to the rear. A storage battery, com- 
posed of five series of five cells each 
furnishes a current of fifty-seven and one- 
half ohms, and the cells are arranged in 
three tiers beneath the seats. The wheels 
are of wood, with Indla rubber cushions 
on the tires. The rear wheels, which are 
three feet two inches in diameter, have 
on their inner sides a cast-iron flange 
twenty-six inches in diameter and five 
inches wide. Motion from the dynamo, 
which is over the hind wheels’ axle, is 
communicated to the flange by a raw- 
hide friction pulley, revolving from six 
hundred to one thousand times a minute, 
and is capable of being elevated or de- 
pressed at will by the driver, by means 
of a foot lever. ; ; 

The starting is done by a toothed seg- 
ment and pinion attached to the axle of 
the fore wheels, and handled by a steer- 
ing post, manipulated by the driver with 
his hands. The carriage can make quick, 
short turns. The storage batteries will 
run the machine about seven or eight 
bours. The Kansas City invention weighs 
about two thousand pounds, and is quicker 
and lighter than the European coaches.

“It has been published that the arch- 
bishop of Marash was imprisoned at Alep, 
that the bishop of Hadjin, the archbishop 
of Zelatoun and Father Jarask of Marash 
were condemned. to death; that Sister 
Elizabeth and twenty-five other prisoners 
were under arrest, and that fifteen leading 
men of Alep were sent to prison. All these 
assertions are without the least foundation 
in fact, nor was the church in Beylan 
closed, as has been falsely reported.“ 
CONCESSION TO FOREIGN DELEGATES. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 23.—The Porte

IN THE FIELD OF ELECTRICITY. 


FLOODS OF LIGHT—THE TELE- 
| PHONE DOOR. 


Visiting Niagara Falls — Ingenious 
Subway 8 No Pay, No 
Light — Electrical Switz- 
erland. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15, 1894.—(Special 
Correspondence.) In 4 recent article Rich- 
ard Harding Davis says that the Parisian 
puts up ten lamp-posts to every one that 
is put up in London or New York, and that 
in the gay city of France one can read at 
a third story window by the illumination 
from the street below. While this may be 
true of certain frequented thoroughfares 
in Parjs, it is certain. that New York is 
one of the best lighted cities in the world, 
and Paris one of the worst, chiefly be- 
cause the American city. uses so much 
electricity everywhere, while in Paris it 
is not often found. Foreigners say that 
there are more arc lamps in the Bowery 
to the square foot than anywhere else 
the globe over. What one misses, how- 
ever, is the decorative use of light, and 
this is in no small degree a question of 
national artistic temperament. The great 
point to aim at in lighting is not to numb 
the eye with big local effects, but to secure 
a general harmonious distribution in small 
units. The French obtain their cheer- 
ful effects by rows of little jets rather 
than by one or two huge lights that only 
make the surrounding darkness more pro- 
nounced; and where they can, they inter- 
sperse their amps amid foliage. 

THE TELEPHONE DOOR. 

‘The telephone is now so universal a 
means of interc nication that it is 
well worth learning how to get the best 
results from it. Angus Hibard, a well- 
known telephone expert, compares the 
instrument to a door through which busi- 
ness must come and go. He has found 
by recent investigation that in many. of- 
fices, business is kept away by the in- 
cessant use made of the telephone for 
outgoing messages. Some customers, 
weary of finding the telephone door 
blicked, went elsewhere to place orders, 
and trade was thus lost. The outcome of 
the study resulted in one or two tele- 
phones in many places being reserved and 
utilized solely for incoming business. In 
one instance, a subscriber with three 
lines complained that he was never able 
to use any of them. This was found to 
be due to the rush of calls from outside, 
and was again remedied by employing 
an instrument for outgoing talk. 
the office boy was discovered to be 
impediment to traffic. This can be cureu 
by having each user note his calls. Trouble 
frequently happens from holding the line 
while the individual wanted is hunted up. 
During such a period dozens of other 
calls more important may be blocked out 
or held back. The practice should not be 
allowed, but a note should be made of the 
caller, and the line at once set free. What 
can be done with a busy telephone is 
shown in the case of a firm of Chicago 
packers, which, having six lines, used the 
telephone 802 times in a day. This firm 
was often wanted, but all its instruments 
were always busy, and relief was only 
obtained by holding one line open for 
calls to its office. It is a practice 
to originate a large number vf consecu- 
tive calls, as incoming business may thus 
2 out for more than an hour at a

VISITING NIAGARA FALLS. 

Speculation is often heard as to the 
number of visitors to Niagara Falls. Some 
light is thrown on the subject by the re- 
turns of the electric road running along 
the Canadian bank from Queenstown, 
through Victoria Park. It appears that 
the travel for the season up to November 
reached about 467,000 passengers. This 
road skirts the river all the way within a 
few feet of the edge of the bluff. and is 
operated by the water-power of the great 
Horseshoe Fall, the generators being 
driven by turbines which receive water 
through a canal just above the fall and 
discharge under the veil of tumbling foam 
and spray. The plant is of 3000 horse- 
power. It was the first large utilization 
of the energy of Niagara, and it is now 
proposed to parallel the road with another 
en our own shore, which shall have the 
pecullar attractiveness of running out on 
brackets at the foot of the cliff and will 
thus put the tourist right over the boil- 
ing waves of the Whirlpool Rapids. If 
100,000 horse-power is taken from Ni- 
agara for all classes of work, it is esti- 
mated that the withdrawal of the water 
from its natural channel will make a 
difference of but one or two inches in the 
ag green sheet falling over the Horse- 
shoe, 

INGENIOUS SUBWAY SYSTEMS. 

The problem of getting the wires un- 
derground in cities of any size is difficult, 
the main bed of the roadways being usu- 
ally pre-empted by a mass of pipes for 
water, gas, sewage, etc. In some parts of 
Europe the conductors have been placed 
under sidewaiks, and in one or two places, 
a compromise has been adopted of running 
them flat against the walls of houses, 
above the first floor. An ingenious plan 
has lately been introduced in this country, 
of employing a combination curb and con- 
duit. The trench follows the curb line, 
and the conduit simply takes the place of 
the old curbing. Drainage is easily pro- 
vided for. There are many incidental ad- 
vantages, it would seem, the arrangement 
being cheap to construct and maintain, 
leaving the roadbed quite undisturbed and 
affording an eusy access to the ud- 
jacent houses or stores. * 

NO PAY, NO LIGHT. 

A hint for ambitious communities de- 
sirous of annexing suburbs reluctant to 
come in, may be found in the proposition 
seriously made, actually adopted, 
though afterwards rescinded, by the City 
Council of Harrisburg, Pa. The resolution 
was to the effect that thé arc tights should

ELECTRICAL SWITZERLAND. 

The snug little republic ot central 
Europe is a busy producer and consumer 
of electrical apparatus. Her magnificent 
water powers are now frequently utilized 
for lighting and for power transmission, 
but her electrical progress is by no means 
due merely to that cause. The latest sta- 
tistics show that there are in Switzerland 
no fewer than 677 lighting plants, 77 
power transmissions, 161 storage battery 
plants, 1407 dynamos and motors, 2126 arc 
lamps and 145,949 incandescent lamps. The 
general tate of increase last year over 
1892 was more than 36,116 new lighting 
plants, no fewer than 40 were equipped 
with storage batteries. That entire de- 
pendence is not placed on water privi- 
leges is show by the fact that of the pri- 
vate_installations 36 per cent. use steam 
engines to drive the dynamos, 8 per cent., 
gas engines; 1% per cent. oil engines. Al- 
most all the rest is driven hydraulically. 
li is a notable fact that in many parts of 
America, owing to the reckless forest de- 
nudation, the water privileges are giving 
out, and have to be supplanted by en- 
gines, but the Swiss are said to be wiser 
in their day and generation, and to con- 
serve their streams and forests jealously. 

DYNAMO BRUSHES. 

One of the familiar and indispensable 
features ot all electric motors and dyna- 
mos in ordinary use today. is the brush 
which picks up the current from the re- 
vélving armature in which it is generated, 
and acts as a pipe to lead it out to the 
circuits where it is to be used. These 
brushes have come in the course of years 
to assume a variety of forms in different 
materials. The two chief substances from 
which they are made today are copper and 
carbon. As a general thing the copper 
is now used in the shape of thin strips or 
layers, but it is also made up sometimes 
in the shape of a compact mass of wire 
gauze, which answers the purpose admir- 
ably. Of late years, carbon has come very 
largely into use, especially for street car 
motors. In motors driving fans and such 
little apparatus, the carbon brushes may 
be found in the form of little sticl#, like 
the core of a short lead pencil; but on the 
motors under cars, and in big generators, 
it is employed in solid bars or slabs. It 
wears remarkably well, sparks little, and 
imparts a beautiful high glaze to the com- 
mutators that it rests on. A new variety 
of brush material has just been intro- 
duced in the fleld. It consists of carbon- 
ized cloth, compressed into a metal case 
open at the side, the case serving both as 
a holder for the flexible carbon, and also 
as a terminal for the circuit. This cloth 
is prepared by calcining or charring vege- 
table or other fibers, saturated with a 
hydrocarbon fluid. It is said to have many 
important advantages in flexibility and in 
the closeness with which it can be squeezed 
up against the commutator. 

CONDUIT RAILWAYS IN WASHINGTON. 

The legislation against overhead wires 
at the national capital is very severe, 
with the result that the city has an ex- 
cellent underground system and no trolley 
lines within the limits. Congress has also 
set its face against any more horse cars, 
and within a few months all the roads 
must be cabled or electrified. One or two 
new electric railway conduit systems have 
already been tried there, chiefly of the 
open type with a contact plow going down 
into the slot, but a new and ingenious form 
of. closed conduit is now being experi- 
mented with quite successfully. In this 
system, the car carries from the under- 


by light 
bars are made magnetic 
by means of the current from a small 
set of storage batteries ‘under a seat. 
Along the road, in the center of the 
track, at intervals of about fifteen feet; 
are placed hermetically-sealed iron boxes, 
upon the lids of which are two slightly- 
raised surfaces of metal, corresponding in 
position to the bars on the car. Under- 
neath each lid is a simple electro-mag- 
netic attachment at the bottom of which 
is an armature attached to a bridge piece. 
The can comes along; the bars being mag- 
netized make the projections over which 
they slide, magnetic, and this causes the 
armature of the magnet to come up, clos- 
ing the feeding circuit and at once bring- 
ing current up through the box into the 
motors on the car. This operation is re- 
peated at each box, and thus the car makes 
its way aiong. It is stated that the car in 
Wasbington bas run considerably over 2000 
miles, and that the collecting bars show 
no signs of wear. The contact plates in 
the street have sloped sides and are only 
seven-eighths of an inch above the pave- 
ment. The boxes are no more noticeable 
than the manhole plates along a cable 
road. It is stated that such an equipment 
costs about $35,000 per mile of double 
track, including a metallic return circuit, 
all the conductors and conduit, but not 
the rail part. If these equipments in 
Washington prove successful, railroad men 
and the public in large cities will be 
prompt to follow the example. 


Depreciation in Values of Sheep and 
Wool, 


(American Cultivator:) Referring to the 
wool-growing business, Gen. J. C. McNary, 
a representative and very well-known 
sheep-raiser of Western Pennsylvania, 
writes for the benefit of his fellow-husband- 
men, that no other important industry in 
the country by so wantonly and unre- 
gardedly ruin by the tariff reformers: 
none suffered such depreciation in the 
money values of their possessions. By one 
full sweep of unjust and foolish legislation 
one million wool-growers lose $100,000,000. 
This, says he, “‘is a conservative estimate. 
This would be but a loss of $2 per head 
on 50,000,000 sheep, and $2 per head will 
not make good the average reduction in 
price caused by free wool. This alone on 
the sh Then on the wool product 10 
cents per pound on 300,000,000 pounds, 
making $30,000,000 annually more. This 
means annihilation of the wool-growing in- 
dustry, except as a by-product, which can 
be grown on mutton sheep. 

“This means bankruptcy in very man 
cases, where farmers have spent a life- 
time in the business, with their farms and 
flocks as their means of livelihood. And 
if they can’t live keeping sheep, wh 
would they turn, pray, to anything el 
to employ their time and farm product? 
Horses are so plentiful that they are kinn - 
ing them in places rather than keep them 
until spring—no sale for them. Wheat, 
at 50 cents a bushel won't pay interest on 
the land, taxes and repairs. Suppose all 
go to raising cattle and hogs, a year will 
fill the country so full of them than you 
would have to make them nice and fat be- 
fore you could give them away. No, there 
is no avenue of escape for the ruined wool- 
grower.“ — 

Gen. McNary ascribes ull this to lack of 
“hustle,’’ and depiores that the wool-grow- 
ers did not take strong and positive meas- 
ures to preserve their -interests, as did 
those whose money and time were in other 
channels of industry. The general believes 
that whatever depresses argiculture will 
depress any other industry. Every pound 
of wool imported into this country reduces 
the income of the American farmer just so 
much, and he cannot make it up in. any- 
‘thing else. If he operates in another direc- 
tion he increases competition in that ave- 
nue, reduces values and injures his com- 
petitor, verifyihg the principle that if one 
industry suffers. other industries suffer 
with it. Gen. McNary says that wool- 
growing is not paying him, but that he will 
stick to it.

ACCIDENT. 


One Man Killed in a Rail- 
y Collision. 


A Terminal Train Crashes into an 
‘Electric Car at Pasadena 
Avenue. 


At about 7 o'clock last evening, the 
ihbound Terminal train crashed into 
the rear of an outbound electric rail- 
way car at the Pasadena avenue junc- 
tion, just beyond the bridge, and as a 
result of the accident E. A. Fyke, a 
young man who lived at Garvanza, 
met with a horrible mangling and is 
now lying dead in this city.

of unfortunate Bert Fyke. 

It is difficult to fix the blame on 
either train for the accident, as each 
side presents a reasonable explana- 
tion. A young man who was riding 
on the car said the train was going at 
a terrific rate of speed, far exceeding 
the established rate, and that before 
anyone knew what was the matter 
all the passengers could see was a 
great glare of headlight, a fearful 
rumble and roar, then came the crash, 
and then the dim sight of yke’s 
body whirling and tossing and drag- 
ging under the wheels of the cngine, 
and then the screams of the occu- 
pants of the car. For a moment the 
situation -was a horrible one, then as 
the train pulled up men gathered 
their scattered senses together and 
did what they could to relieve the 
fearfully mangled, grimy and blood- 
bespattered man, and to quiet the 
frightened women. The poor fellow 
was lifted gently into the baggage 
car of the train and carried to town. 
The police patrol met them in re- 
sponse to a hasty message, and Fyke 
was carried to the receiving hospi- 
tal, where Drs. Bryant, Cates, Ains 
worth and Burnett did everything 
to save him, but he died at 10 p. m.. 
surrounded by his aged father and 
mother and friends. Miss Whaley, to 
whom he was engaged to be married, 
was promptly notified of the condi- 
tion of her lover, but before she could 
reach his side from her home at 
Compton, he had expired. The dying 
man was conscious to the last and 
sent. many messages to his fiances and 
friends: 

He realized that it was impossible 
to live and was resigned to his fate. 
He. said he was a Christian man and 
as he was prepared for death he had 
no fears He had been attending 
church nearly all day and this thought 
gave him great comfort at the last. 
He soothed the anguish of his - 
rents and assured them he died fall 
of faith and confident that he was 
going to a happier life beyond the 


WW. 

After his death, his body was re- 
moved to Kregelo & Bresee’s under- 
taking establishment. where Coroner 
Cates -will hold an inquest this morn- 
ing. 

Frank Abbott was motorman on the 
electric car and A. S. Alvord was con- 
ductor. These men assert that they 
are free from blame in the matter 
and maintain that the  ill-starred 
young man came to his death by his 
own -miscalculations. The men de- 
plore the occurrence d and 
stated the particulars of the“ affair 
about as follows: They claim they 
stopped the car as usual the pre- 
scribed twenty feet from the Terminal 
line’s rails and upon ascertaining, as 
they supposed, that no train was Ap 
proaching within sight either way, 
the signal was given to go ahead by 
Conductor Alvord, and Motornceer Ab- 
bott applied the current so that the 
cars started slowly ahead. In the 
time taken to cover that twenty feet 
and reach the track, the Terminal train 
was thundering down upon them at 
top speed. Abbott saw the approach- 
ing danger and applied all the force 
he could command to drive the car 
ahead. The car got across the track 
at one great jump as the great cur- 
rent jerked it over, but before it got 
wholly clear, the cylinder-head of the 
engine struck the guard at the end of 
the rear platform and sent the car 
crashing and bounding forward from 
the impetus given it by the mighty 
force of the mass of flying metal. 

But just before the engine struck 
and as the rear trucks left the rail- 
way track. Fyke was seen to rise up 
and leap from the car to avoid tho 


He landed by the rail and fell and 
instantly before he could spring to 
save himself his left wrist was under 
the driving-wheel of the engine and 
his body was in some inconceivable 
way, thrashed and pounded = and 
dragged along under the engine and 
outside the rails for about forty feet, 
when it encountered the farther side 
of a culvert and was jerked from the 
wheels into the ditch. His left wrist 
was crushed, his left leg was crushed 
and broken below the knee and his 
right leg was crushed at the hip and 
broken below the knee. Besides those 
injuries his flesh was torn and his 
body fearfully mangled, while blood 
flowed from his ears from the beating 
of his head against the earth and 
steel. 

The Terminal train was run by En- 
gineer Cross and Fireman Bryson and 
they stated at the Terminal depot 
that they were running at the ordi- 
nrw established rate of speed. The 
engineer said he was not thinking of 
danger until he saw the electric car 
lying directly across his track. He 
was amazed at the sight, being fully 
aware that the Terminal company has 
the right of way, but instantly ap- 
plied brakes and reversed his engine. 
The train stopped within three car 
lengths, but not before the engine 
eylinder-head had struck the rear of 
the electric car and the wheels bad 
mangled the body of young Fyke. 

Fyke and his parents lived at Gar- 
vanza and had resided there for 
seven or eight years. He was a car- 
penter by trade, and an industrious, 
exemplary young man. The family 
has a large circle of acquaintances 
here and in Garvanza.

CHRISTMAS MARKETS. 


HOLIDAY ARRAY. 


e Display of Meats, Poul- 
try, Game, Fish, Fruit and Veg- 
etables — ‘Irish Turkey” 
Not in it. 


A well-provided and nicely-arranged maf 
ket is an attractive spot at all seasons of 
the year; especially is at so at Christmas 
time. Then it is that markets are decked 
out in their best array and never do roast® 
of beef, legs of mutton, fat turkeys and 
plump fowls take on such a deliciousiy 
tender look as they do at this holiday 
time. Marble slabs and chopping Dlocks 
are polished to a degree of brightness as 
would cause the purest of Venetian mirrors 
to cry out in envy. Floors are sprinkled 
with a light coating of clean white sand, 
hooks are burnished until they look Hike 
Colorado silver, and around the entrance 
doors, the stall frames and ceiling are en 
twined and suspended garlands of palm 
leaves, evergreen of many varieties, and, 
sweetest and prettiest of all, bunches of 


peeping out here and there like som 
blushes in a maiden’s cheek. 

It is a picture to gladden the heart and 
eyes of an epicure—and who is not one at 
Christmas time? There are ladies and gon, 
tlemen of this city who, the dealers wilh 
tell you, cannot resist the temptation of 
going into a good market even if they have 
no idea of buying anything. They go im 
simply to feast their eyes, or, mayhap, © 
catch a sugestion for a dinner party they 
intend giving, but in the majority of cases 
it is only to see and mentanNy savor the 
many delicious things exposed to their 
view. Seldom, however, it may be said, 
do they escape therefrom without having 
left an order for some dainty morsel, and 
if the bit be not too large they will mot 
hesitate to burden themselves with it and 
carry, it off triumphantly in their ows 
hands. It would touch the cockles of old 
Epicurus's heart, were he resuscitated if 
the flesh, to go into one of the large mar 
kets on Spring or Main streets and see 
delicate kid-gloved fingers touching fir 
one thing and then another—perhaps it 
is a canvas-back duck or a bright-gillea 
fresh trout that is arousing, for the mo- 
ment, the fair one’s gastronomical propen- 
sities, and when having satisfied herself 
that one or the other possesses the due 
degree of excellence, to hear her say: 
“You may send this for me.“ ' 

It has never occurred to her to ask the 
price of it; that is a mere secondary con- 
sideration. The one important thin 
that she has become the happy poss 
of a dainty delicacy, and all other 
siderations are lost in the thought of the 
pleasure to be derived when it is served 
on her table. Women do not gormandize 
like men, but when one of them, educated 
and refined, possesses, in any degree, the 
tastes of a Lucullus, she is the personifica- 
tion of all that is exquisite in the art of 

ood living. 

To see the Los Angeles markets at their 
best during Christmas time, they must be 
seen in the evening. The gas jets and 
incandescent lamps add to the beauty of 
the scene. Seen then they are a sight for 
sore eyes and poverty-stricken stomachs. 
God help the latter, for a well-stalled 
meat shop is no place for them. There are 
other ways for them to break the ten com- 
mandments, besides longing for the con- 
tents of a Christmas market. There are 
things there, fish, flesh and fowl, that 
would make a blind man see and cause 
the hungriest of stomachs to turn up the 
nose of its mucous membrane at the finest 
‘Trish turkey’’—otherwise known as corned 
beef and cabbage—that ever was boiled. 

In large and well-assorted retail mar- 
kets Spring and Main streets easily 
the others. Honors between these 0 
are about evenly divided, with perhaps the 
odd trick in favor of Spring. Go into 
one of them and make the round of it. 
Before you have got out you will have 
seen almost every conceivable thing in the 
way of delicacies that the world pro- 
duces. From Caspian Sea caviare to fresh 
pickled Pomona olives is a big jump, but 
that intervening space, great as it 
seems to be pretty well represented right 
here in Los Angeles. You can have your 
choice from the best and choicest. Beeves 
that have been fattened on the best of 
hay, sheep garnished with Elizabethian 
ruffs, bigger than any that ever graced the 
neck of the virgin Queen, turkeys, nursed 
in the lap of Southern California luxury, 
rest side by side with frozen ones from 
the far East; fowls so plump and tender- 
jointed as to banish every thought of in- 
digestion, and hams, juicy and rosy 
enough to bring tears to your mouth if 
not to your eyes. A step farther and you 
will see an assortment of fresh fish, so 
generous in quantity as to lead you to be- 
lieve that the sea in the plenitude of its 
resources had determined to be first on the 
list of exhibits. Among these latter are 
salmon that would easily turn the scale 
at forty pounds. The supply of game is 


bits, quail and other kinds. The rab- 
bits are so plentiful that we might be 
pardoned for thinking they had just been 


and of duck and quail there are suffic) 
to provision a good-sized army for 
month. 

But it is the thousand and one delica- 
cies that give the markets such an attrac- 
tive appearance, and the way in which 
they are arranged and grouped together is 


successfully solved the problem of how to 
transfer dollars from your pockets into 
theirs. If you are fond of the good things 
of this life, you might as well try to 
bridle your mother-in-law’s tongue as to 
hold on to your bedrock dollar. It is sure 
to go, and when it has gone then only 
will you be willing to acknowledge that it 
is time to go home. As one dealer said: 
“It just beats everything how people do 
like good things along of Christmas time.” 
He had, no doubt, just raked the last 
shekel out of some poor devil's pocket, and 
the thought of it was making him smile 
all over. 

In fruits and fresh vegetables the display 
is equally large and good. he man or 
woman, for that matter, who could find 
room to grumble at the grand variety of- 
fered in these things should be bundled 
off back East and made to be contented— 
as he would have to be—with a winter 
russet or Spitzenberg apple. Speaking of 
this suggests the thought that a newly- 
arrived Easterner could not at this time 
of year spend a day more profitably nor 
with greater pleasure to himself, than to 
stroll through the markets and see these 
things for himself. If it does not sug- 
gest a marked contrast between a home 
here and the home he has, for the time, 
left behind him, then the falling of New- 
ton’s apple is a base invention, for not 
even that would have set such a man 
thinking. 

The display, in all the markets, of pew- 
crop oranges is particularly fine. 
dealers say they never had such splendid 
ones as those of this year. Other varieties 
of fruit are so numerous that they run 
the gamut from a strawberry to a water- 
melon, of which latter by the way there 
is a large supply, something unusual for 
this time of year. 

There is one other pleasant feature in 
connection with Christmas markets this 
year. Questioned on the subject, the 
dealers said, nor was there one dissenting 
voice, that their sales this Christmas were 
very good and never had been better.

8 THE SINGLE-TAXERS. 


.. The Single-tax League is sending 
out petitions for signatures calling 
upon the State Legislature to enact 
such measures as may result in the 
collection of all public revenues— 
State, county, township and munici- 
pal—from the value of land irrespec- 
tive of improvements on it, and for 
the abolition of all other taxes now 
Tevied for that purpose. The tax 
Deaguers argue that the effect of tax- 
‘ng improvements is to discourage 
capital from investing in legitimate 
enterprises and to encourage it to seek 
Auvestment in land speculation and 
its raw products. Thus if a man 
Duilds a house, barn and other out- 
‘buildings, and plants trees and shrub- 
Dery. he is taxed, (fined), whereas his 
neighbor, who for various reasons, 
aliows equally as good land to remain 
ale, receives a premium for his want 
‘of enterprise in low assessments. It 
the hope of the league to get the 
incoming Legislature to submit to 
popular vote an amendment to Art. 
XIII of the State Constitution giving 
that body the taxing power. Arthur 
WH. Dodge of San Francisco, writing 
o The Times on this subject, cites the 
condition of New Zealand, and says: 
“We believe to this taxation policy 
is due the prosperity of that little 
@ouvntry which alone escaped the 
financial panic of ‘93-04. Or. if the 
legislature wishes, it can grant to 
euch county and municipality local 
Option in this matter. Then the issue 
ean be given a fair trial in a single 
locality, and if the result gives to in- 
-dvstry the needed stimulus, . 
communities will be compelled by the 
aws of competition to adopt a-sim- 
Har policy.” 
Undoubtedly there is a glaring ine- 
quality of taxation in this ccuntry, 
but the principles of the single tax 
are failacious and go from one evil 
to a worse one. Raw land should b> 
made bear its ſust share of the 
burden of taxation; the man who 
makes improvements should not be 
cinched because of his enterprise; but 
to cast all the burden of government 
upon land owners would be as unjust 
und unreasonable as to make any 
other class bear it. Equality of tax- 
ition is what is demanded. both by 
law and equity. not its confinement to 
the holders of one portion of the coun- 
try’s wealth.

“ONLY A DOG.” 


Story of One Who Was the Baby of 
the Family. 

“What difference does it make, anyhow, 
he was only a dog.“ 

John Forester had just been telling Mrs. 
Robinson, who was making a call on his 
wife, that he had found his little bull ter- 
rier, Frisco, lying dead, from poison, near 
the water trough on the ranch. When he 
heard her say those words he came preci- 
ous near forgetting himself, and telling 
her that, in his opinion, she was worse 
than a dog for saying what she had. 

What difference did it make? She did 
not know, because in her house there were 
plenty of little children to play with and 
keep their home in one continued round of 
merriment. She had no use for dogs, 
and if he should happen to die or be 
poisoned, she couldn't see any reason for 
crying over it; it was only a dog. 

In John's home it was different. There 
were no children to brighten it. His wife 
and himself constituted the entire family. 
Little Frisco was their only company, 
their sole source of amusement during the 
day. and in the evening when day had de- 
parted. His wife loved the little, strong, 
muscular fellow as dearly as he did. They 
had reared him from a puppy, and he 
seemed to understand that it devolved 
on him to so endear himself in the af- 
fections of John and his wife as to cause 
them to forget they had no children. How 
well he succeeded in doing so those lonely 
two well knew. Frisco was in and out of 
the house every hour of the day. He had 
learned the trick of opening the kitchen 
door for himself, and it made no difference 
whether his paws were clean or muddy, 
he was always a persona grata. He did 
not incite jealousy in the mind of one or 
the other, for his goings and comings 
were conscientiously divided between John 
at work on the outside and his wife at 
work on the inside. If at times, and, in- 
deed, very often, he would quietly smug- 
gle off one of John's wife's slippers, or, 
by way of fair exchange, pack into the 
best room in the house some of John’s old 
worn-out boots, ransacked from the ditch, 
and on which, after the fashion of real 
babies, he had been exercising his gums, 
he knew that the extent of his punish- 
ment would be, “Oh, you naughty dog, 
where have you hid my slipper?” When, 
after a vain search for it, the threat of 
some terrible punishment to be meted out 
to him was launched, he would cock his 
cropped ears, and with a wag of his 
bobbed tail, tell her it was all right, and 
would further confide to her the informa- 
tion that if she was awful good he would 
go and get it. In every case he was as 
good as his word. 

How to tell his wife of Frisco's death 
was the problem John was trying with a 
sort of gulpy throat to solve. She was 
not in the room when he told it to Mrs. 
Robinson, and he had begged her not to 
say anything to his wife about it. When 
Mrs. Robinson left he took his courage 
in two hands, and, on finding his wife, 
said to her, so as to let the thing down 
easy: Mary. Frisco has eaten him, 1 
mean has eaten something that has made 
him sick.“ On his wife rising quickly 
from her chair and saying. Where is he?“ 
he knew that the whole truth would have 
to come out then and there. 

It is no use attempting to describe the 

united sorrow of those two over their great 
loss. Everything in this best of all pos- 
sible worlds“ is relative. Their loss was 
great because Frisco was the only baby 
they had, and if to others he was nothing 
more than an unregenerate crop-eared, 
bob-tailed cur of a bull-terrier, who kept 
in a constant state of holy terror all 
tramps and others of a like vagrant type, 
he, to them, was the joy of the ranch, 
the ray of gladness dispelling many a 
darkened hour. 
That afternoon any one passing along 
the country road might have seen a man 
with pick and shovel digging, near an 
olive tree, what seemed to be a grave. 
Close to him, sitting on the ground, was a 
woman holding in her lap something which 
could not he seen, being covered with a 
piece of white sacking. ‘Presently the 
man stepped out of the hole he had dug, 
and, aided by the woman, carefully lifted 
the thing covered with the white cloth 
and placed it in the grave. It was the 
burial of Frisco. No one could hear what 
they said, but had one been nearer he 
would have seen two faces shrouded in 
grief and tears dropping on the white 
cloth below.

AT THE CHURCHES. 


Rev. Burt Estes Howard on 
Evolution. 


A Thoughtful Sermon Showing that 
Science and the Bible are 
not in Conflict. 

Rev. Mr. Thomson’s Discourse at 
we Church of the Unity—Y. 
C. A. Gospel Meeting— 
Other Services. 


At the First Presbyterian Church yes- 
terday morning Rey. Burt Estes Howard 
preached a thoughtful sermon upon the 
words found in Genesis i, 26: Cod said, 
jet us make man.” 

Among his remarks, Mr. Howard said: 
“Facts are very stubborn things. They 
refuse to adapt themselves to our sys- 
tems, and when we take those systems end 
use them as bludgeons to hammer facts 
into our ideas of things, the systems are 
always stamped with the fact. Our idea 
of the creation has been until lately, taken 
in a literal sense, that God made the 
earth in six days. When the theory was 
first advanced, that this must be taken in 
its figurative meaning, aud that a day 
might be a thousand years instead of 
twenty-four hours, the whole theological 
world was thrown into a turmoil. The 
Bible was searched for facts on the subject 
and it was founl that nowhere, was the 
actual length of God's day named, and the 
theory that the words six days“ must be 
taken figuratively is now almost univers- 
ally accepted. There is, however, one 
step which we hesitate to take, that is to 
believed that ages were spent in making 
God's last creation—man. 

“We hate to lose the poetry of man's 
advent into the world. We do not want 
him to be a creature of law. We would 
rather think of him as hand-made in a 
minute, out of clay, with life breathed into 
bim by God. But why make an exception? 
If it took a long while to make the earth, 
why not grant the same to man? The 
same law applies to Kim as to nature, and 
while it is not necessary to believe the 
theories of Darwin, still we must admit 
that man, at the outset was not made in 
the full image of God, that today he is the 
result of a long period of time, 
and is not yet completed, but through 
divine laws, will sometime arrive at 
a perfect conception. Adam had no moral 
consciousness or strength of character. 
What is commonly known as the fall was 
an awakening of moral sense, and the 
arousings of conscience. The fact that he 
yielded to temptation proves that he was 
not what God meant him to be. It is the 
slow evolution of society and civilization 
which is lifting immature humanity to 


ee of God. 
‘Compare periods and you will 
find that, although evils exist, the race is 
better than it was two thousand years ago. 
The student of history finds that the race 
has been possessed of great forces, which 
have died out and given place to other 
forces. Take the Roman empire. No 
sooner had it reached the zenith of its 
gsicry, the pinnacle of success, than it be- 
gan to slowly weaken and wither. The 
strength of humanity was exhausted. There 
was nothing in science or religion to help 
it. The Augustine age saw souls looking 
with hungry eyes for something besides hu- 
man dependence. It was time for God to 
breathe into the race the breathe of divine 
vitality, and Christ was born. It was re- 
demption, and into world two new 
forces were born, light and love. God im- 
parted Himself to men through Jesus. 

“This which we celebrate at Christmas. 
was the first step which God took toward the 
development of man. Christmas ought to 
mean to us the breathing into man, which 
he had thus far molded out of dust and 
clay, God's own divine spirit. We must im- 
part that to others, and as we try to bring 
out the, likeness of Christ in the faces of 
those around us, the love in the relations 
that circle us. we shall by and by {nd 
that we touch Him, as we have touched 
them, and man will have reached his ful! 
development, and be truly made in God's 
own image.“ 

UNITY CHURCH. 

At Unity Church, yesterday morning, 

v. J. S. Thomson preached a sermon on 
“The Song of the Angels at Christ's 
Birth,” from the words: “Glory to God 
in the highest, and on earth peace among 
men, in whom He is well pleased” (revised 
version,) Luke ii, 14. 

“The story of the angels,“ said Mr. 
Thomson, is the gospel. So it was 
preached by angels before Christ's birth. 
But the gospel needed to be incarnated in 
a human life before the world could un- 
derstand it. God's great words must be 
born in heroes. Materialism is a philos- 
ophy of dark despair. All life, after its 
struggles, ends in death. At the grave's 
mouth, on the dying bed, in the presence 
ot pain, distress, sorrow, it has no hope, 
no inspiration, no encouragement. It can- 
not make its tidings glad, nor can they 
make their tidings glad who teach that 
Eve's apple cursed the race, that God 
hates His own earth children; that He 
has prepared an eternal hell for countless 
millions; that a few favorites will be 
saved by a plan too unjust to be recog- 
nized by any earthly court. This is gos- 
pel with a vengeance. The, message of 
In the first 
part God is glorified for His ‘wisdom, 
power and goodness. A study of God's 
works leads to appreciation, obedience, 
love and praise. The angels know God's 
universe better than we do, and, there- 


fore, they praise Him in the highest 
heavens. These facts enabled the an- 
gels to make their tidings glad. In the 


fecond part of the m „ peace on 
earth is proclaimed. Ignorance, prejudice 
and hatred will be destroyed by the spirit 
of the gospel. and Christ's lite shows how 
this can be effected. This is real gospel, 
good news. In the third part of the mes- 
sage, God's good will to the race is de- 
clared. Paganism, Judaism, Romanism, 
Protestantism have taught that there is 
something wrong with God, that He hates 
man with a demon’s spite; that He is 
so mad that He will laugh at the eternal 
miseries of His own children; that, in 
order to save a few, He must see, taste 
and smell the blood of birds and beasts 
and men, and that the best blood of the 
race, that of Christ, must be shed before 
He will condescend to let a few escape 
that had been tempted to edisobey by 
Satan, whom He had created, knowing 
the future success of the tempter. This 
makes God worse than any savage tyrant, 
but in the angelic message God is de- 
clared to be well pleased with men, and 
Paul says that ‘God was in Chriet recon- 
ciling the world to Himself,“ and ‘be ye 
reconciled to God.’ So the divine purpose 
of Christ's gospel was and is to reconcile 
men to God, and not God to men. This 
is gospel.” 

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH. 

At the First Congregational Church yes- 
terday morning Rey. Warren Day deliv- 
ered a Christmas sermon, the text being 
taken from Galatians iv, 4: “But when 
the fullness of time was come, God sent 
forth His Son,” the subject being, “Why 
did Christ Appear when He did Rather 
Than at an Earlier or Later Date?“ 

“The old, old story of Bethlehem,” 
said the epeaker, is ever new. The song 
firet heard by shepherds on the sloping 
hillside, a little way out of the Holy City, 
still finds an echo in hearts and homes 
all over the world, and often, with it, 
the question arises: Why did humanity 
walt so many. long turies for the ad- 
vent of its only bigksed hope?’ Surely

why His birth should occur at that partic- 

ular time. In human affairs, much has 

been gained by attention to the timeliness 

of the action; much else, significant and 

valuable, lost because projected upon the

vance of the time of the thinker and 
inventor. 

“For this, its greatest event, the full- 
ness of time had come, first, because 
mankind had made full proof of their in- 
ability to uplift the race without Christ. 
There had been supreme effort and splen- 
did achievements in philosophy, art, archi- 
tecture, oratory and music. All had failed 
to reach man in his deepest necessities, 
since merely intellectual attainments fail 
utterly to refine or purify the heart. Too 
often, when intellectual culture is at its 
highest, moral degradation has reached its 
lowest depth. True, Plato and Socrates, 
wisest of Pagans, recognized and talked 
of the unknown and unwritten law, but 
what these lone watchers saw died with 
them, because they failed to get hold of 
the grand conception of the divine in 
human affairs, and that righteousness 
was the highest ideal in men's lives. 

“Second, the world had come to 4 re- 
markable concurrence of events, a period 
of special preparation for the coming of 
Christ. Mosaic institutions had come to 
the limit of their lofty comprehension 
of purity, righteousness and power, as 
ideals. Development had been slow, but 
the world was ready for the conception of 
a God of power and law, but a God of 
love, and for a reign of love. The 
languages of the Roman empire were the 
best possible for the diffusion of the scrip- 
tures. The Hebrew, best adapted by 
tradition and construction, for biblical 
lore; the Greek, with all the centuries 
had worked in it of subtle analysis and 
fineness of intellectual thought, and the 
Latin, the language of home, of law and 
of the commonwealth. The Roman em- 
pire was born for Christ, but not for 
the Caesars; her and bridges 
made for the imperial armies, with perfect 
construction, God intended for highways 
for the missionary and its message. And 
wherever He went He found a people who 
could and did understand the gospel He 
proclaimed. Pilate, when he wrote the 
superscription above the cross in Hebrew, 
Greek and Latin, little thought what 
world-widé truth he was proclaiming. 

“Again, Jerusalem was, at this full- 
ness of time, a city of attraction, and 
Palestine an open territory, toward which 
representatives of ali nations were crowd- 
ing, men, noble-minded, resolute, inde- 
pendent in thought. They beard the mar- 
velous siory of the cross from its few 
converts, and carried it to the farthest 
limits of the empire. It was a time of 
universal quiet. Wars had ceased their 
distracting noise, and men were ready for 
the advent of the Prince of Peace. Back 
of all these. who shall guess how much 
else the Infinite saw, why the event for 
which the ages had waited. should have 
come in this, fullness of time. May we 
not trust the same Power, who sent Him, 
when the world was ready, will also bring 
to pass His plan when all the kingdoms 
of the earth shall become the kingdom of 
the Lord and of His Christ? 

The speaker closed with this appeal: 
“If any are here who are out of Christ, 
let me ask, if the fullness of time has 
not come when you will let Him, the 
desire of all nations, receive you as 8 
own, to bless you, to redeem you from 
sin, and usher you to a grander life be- 
yond?’’

All the prophetic declara- 
tions of the old seers came to pass 
under Jewish and pagan supremacy. 
Thank God for the life of Jesus; for the 
manger, the cross, the tomb, and the res- 
urrection. Around these cluster incidents 
that are filling the world with light and 
glory which can never die. The shadows 
of the cross fell on Eden's bowers, and it 
will fall on the last man that lives on the 
earth. The saints of old saw its glory. 
Christ is the same yesterday, today and 
forever Christ crowds every soul to a 
new birth. It is a new ministry and life 
in your soul. We want to worship Christ 
this morning. We bring our gold and 
frankincense and lay it at the feet of the 
Crucified, But above all things we bring 
o. hearts. We break the most precious 
alabaster box of ointment at His feet at 
this bour. There is ever an open way to 
the skies through Jesus. The angels sang 
Christ s blissful advent, and their song has 
mever died, but.is in the hearts of re- 
deemed men and women still.“ 

FNGLISH LUTHERAN CHURCH. 

Rev. M. M. Stine, pastor of the English 
Lutheran Church, delivered a sermon yes-

1.11. Unto you is born this day a Savior

Il am an evolutionist, but my evolution be- 
gins with Christ and has all eternity for 
its full frul 

„But are the promises being fulfilled? 
I ansewer, yes. The future life is more 
real aud the spiritual nature more exalted, 
because of the fact that Christ has brought 
life and immortality to light. u 
Christ came, the Roman people had 
to believe, the spiritual quality had gone 
out of them, and the higher society of 
Rome was simply one of powerful animals. 
Even the Jews were losing the ethics of a 
true religion. Because Christ has quick- 
ened the spiritual He has begun an era as 
distinct from anything before it, contem- 
poraneous with it, or subsequent to it, 
as Iht is from darkness or life f 


death. Even the hieterian of ratio 
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admits that it was reserved for Christian- 
ity to present to the world an ideal charac- 
ter, who, through all the changes of eigt- 
teen centuries has filled the hearts of man 
with imperial love, and has shown itself 
capable of acting on all ages, nations, 
temperaments and conditions. 

„Because Christ taught human equality, 
human brotherhood, life has become more 
sacred. Slavery is an institution of the 
past among civilized nations. Political 
bossism, oppression of the poor and help- 
less are old spirits of slavery for which 
the civilization of the twentieth century 
will provide no body. We must look to the 
gospel to teach men justice as well as 
charity. ‘If the right hand offend three, 
cut it off.’ Let justice reigu, though she 
deaden the more tender cries of affection 
and se}f-aggrandizement. Happier Christ- 
mas days are in store for the world. Upon 
the present generation will depend how 
soon they dawn.“ 

BETHESDA PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 

Rev. J. W. Newell delivered an inter-

When Jesus was in His ascendancy thou- 
sands followed Him, but at the gate of 
Gethsemane only eleven were left. 

“It is instructive to the student of divin- 
ity to note the conditions leading to the 
falling-away of this multitude; the first

Second to go were the curious 
ones; those who said ‘Let us go and hear 
this wonderful man,’ but when Christ 
told them that the only religion of life 
was no mere show; that it meant earnest- 
ness, privations, and stern duty they fell 
away and only a few were left.

She does not feel the light fingers 
that remove it, buc just the same when 
she looks for it, it is not there. Then there 
are men, too, who walk through 
street crowds and come out minus 
scarf-pin, watch and chain; and men 
who feel for pocket-books and 
find them gone. They don't know how 
it all happened, but hey ‘hink the police 


ought to. The women say that the police 


ought to, do and have to know, and so it 
oes. 
" Houses ler, not carefully fastened, or 
deserted for any length cf time, are 
found ransacked upon the return ot the 
family, and many vaiuables are suissing. 

People from the country are especially 
advised to keep their valuables out of 
sight when on he crowded streets, aud to 
decline conversation or advances of any 
kind from strangers.

Some say,“ remarked 
Gen. Booth, that in the material world 
filth and dirt is siiuply a good thing out 
of place; what is bad to have in the bed- 
room is good in the field or the garden. 
In the spiritual life, however; dirt and 
filthiness is that which corrupts and cor- 
rodes the soul, and that is sin, and for 
sin God has no place in the universe. He 
excavated and made a place for it, and 
that is hell, and all who are sunk in sin 
have to go then to God’s great cesspool. 
The filthiness of the spirit is irregulari- 
ties of mind—pride, vanity, malice, sel- 
fishness in its ten thousand forms; ambi- 
tion that ravages the soul and makes a hell 
on earth.”

It 
is reported that a large proportion of these 
citizens, already asked to favor the new 
réilroad plan projected under the names of 
respectable citizens, have consented to do 
so. Articles of incorporation of the new 
scheme are now in Los Angeles awaiting 
needed signatures, and when returned here 
they win be filed with the County Clerk 
and a charter obtained from the State at 
the earliest moment. It is believed by the 
promoters of the road that Utah people 
will interest themselves in building 400 
miles of the proposed line, fifty miles of 
which are already built, and 100 miles 
said to be graded. This would carry the 
line from Frisco to Goff’s Station, on the 
Atlantic and Pacific, west of The Needles, 
leaving a gap of 200 miles to be built om 
San Diego to Goff’s Station. Some pecple 
favor the idea of extending the Cuyamaca 
road, now operated from this city outward 
twenty-six miles, as a part of the pro- 
posed line to Utah. Although the people 
publicly representing the proposed road 
are not practical builders of large railroad 
systems, yet the majority of them appear 
to be earnest, respectable citizens. In the 
proposed new directory are several men 
who do not have the unqualified respect of 
this community, but the leaders are men 
of standing. It is understood that the new 
plan embraces such features of the first 
plan as that $10-a-share stock, payable in 
monthly installments of 50 cents, and be- 
ing non-assessable, the road to be built 
by railroad men for the most part, though 
subscriptions from the people at large will

BADLY NEEDED. 


The Growing Necessity for a Cus- 
tom-house. 
While the people of Southern California 


have been arguing the harbor question, 
which must be settled soon, and presuma- 


dly in favor of San Pedro, the fact has 


been entirely overlooked that, while Los 
Angeles is a port of entry, with a col- 
lector, and other accessories, it is without 
a custom-house. Time after time, many 
tons of merchandise, shipped from Eu- 
rope and consigned to Los Angeles or 
other Southern California ports, go to 
San Francisco instead of entering here. 
It would be a good thing, if the importers 
and wholesale men of this section, in 
connection with the Board of Trade and 
Chamber of Commerce, would agitate the 
erection of a custom-house. A Times rep- 
resentatiye recently interviewed several 
leading business men, on this subject, and 
found that nearly all of them admitted 
the necessity of such a building here. 
M. Goldschmidt, who has recently returned 
from Europe, when approached on the 


| subject, stated his views as follows: 4 


custom-house is just the thing we want. 
You see we have about five hundred bar- 
rels of whisky stored in Bremen and Ham- 


‘burg, and have to bring them back. In- 


stead of shipping them to San Francisco 
and storing them there, we will order 
them to Los Angeles. All the year round 
we have German and French wines, and 
many other articles of European export 
coming. A custom-house here would more 
than double our business in this line, 
and the same holds true of other import- 
era. Several other business men expressed

The dramatic schools, if followed out 
on proper lines, are likely to do infinite 
good in another and perhaps equally de- 
sirable direction, that of bringing the 
public in closer touch with the stage and 
thus helping to dissipate the now fagt 
disappearing prejudice which has existed 
against the player-folk for so many gen- 


erations. By interesting the public in the 


drama as an art, the dramatic school is 
also likely to bring about, indirectly, a 
better school of criticism—‘‘a consumma- 
tion devoutly to be wished.” 

The commercial element of the stage is 
so paramount nowadays that it is no won- 
der that the press of the country is 
tempted to view it rather in the light ofa 
trade than as an art, and consequently 
one often finds that the attention paid to 
a dramatic performance is governed en- 
tirely by the amount of revenue derived 
from its advertisements. While there are 
mary brilliant examples to the contrary, I 
have known a dramatic criticism to be 
given out as an ordinary repertorial as- 
signment like baseball. It is in many cases 
not so much as to what is its merit.“ 
but “how much is there in it.“ Were the 
public properly educated in the affairs of 
the drama, such instances would be rare 
indeed, for no newspaper could so afford 
to belittle the popular intelligence. The 
dramatic schools may therefore suggest to 
the press the scope it has on its own be- 
half of encouraging the higher aims of 
the American stage.

That Los Angeles is the banner city of 
he Coast, so far as troiting racing is 
Sonorrned, is now generally conceded, the 
Mnancial results of the past two seasons 
Raving furnished conclusive proof of that 
fact. If, however, further evidence was 
Teguired to convince unbelievers from 
Other sections that such was the ‘case, it 
would only have been necessary for them 
to have visited the track at Agricultural 
Park yesterday morning. 

The mere announcement that such equine 
celebrities as are to be found in the strings 
of the renowned horsemen, Ed Geers, 
Andy McDowell and Jack Curry, would 
of itself have drawn hundreds of people 
out to the park. But, since it became 
known that, while they were here, these 
®quine stars would give a public perform- 


@nce, thousands became interested in their 


Presence at once, and those who might 
otherwise have deferred seeing the horses 
took the earliest opportunity of doing so. 

The public performances referred to will 
fe given in connection with a holiday 
meeting, to be held tomorrow and Wednes- 
day afternoons, under the auspices of the 
Sixth District Agricultural Association. 

CHRISTMAS-DAY PROGRAMME. 

‘The Christmas-day programme contains 
three events, any one of which would 
alone be worth traveling miles to witness. 
In the first place, the champion two-year- 
Ola pacer Directly, 2:07%, will endeavor

opened their eyes yesterday, when they 
saw the little German work out a mile 
with Flying Jib’s running mate. The pair 
Started out at a comparatively easy gait, 
Dut the pace increased noticeably on the 
Dacketretch, and, as they whirled round 
the lower turn, the crowd at the wire man- 
ifested unusual interest. At the head 
of the stretch the runner was let out for 
all he was worth, but Ulbricht was right 
after him, and 100 yards from the wire 
essayed to head him off. The wind, how- 
ever, proving too strong, he fell back 

the wind-break, and finished as 
close up as when they started. The time, 
2:13, by mo means conveys an adequate 
idea of the going, for the last half mile 
was ridden in one minute, flat. If he can 
@o this on a track as heavy as that of 
yesterday, the prospects are that Flying 
Jib will have to beat, or at least equal, 
his record to defeat his biped opponent. 

The event of the day, and one of the 
year, however, is the match race between 
the champion, Robert J., 2:01%, and Joe 
Patchen, 2:04. ; 

Robert J. is bred in the choicest of 
Srotting lines, and his record is almost 
three seconds faster than that of the 
fastest pacing-bred pacer. His sire, Hart- 
ford has a double infusion of Abdallah 1, 
though Harold, his sire, while his dam, 
Geraldine, through her sire, Jay Gould,

Gay nibbling at the famous California 
feed, he looked fit to race for a man's life, 
and what is more, he was. 

Jee Patchen, 2:04, is a five-year-old black 
stallion, and when exactly right ranks 
close up with the champions. His pedi- 
gree abounds in trotting speed lines. His 
sire, Patchen Wilkes, 2:29%, is by George 
Wilkes, while his dam is an inbred Mam- 
Drino Patchen, for she is by that sire out 
of Betty Brown (dam of Wilkes Boy, 
2:24%) by Mambrino Patchen. Josephine 
Young, dam of Joe Patchen, is by Joe 
Young, 2:19%, trotting, and he by Star of 
the West, who has no pacers to his credit. 
Joe Patchen’s second dam is said to be by 
Morgan Henry. All the records in this 
pedigree are trotting. 

To witness such a race as that between 
these two horses is the event of a life- 
time, and as opportunities for doing so are 
mot any more likely to occur here than 
elsewhere, in future, the probability is 
that every one who can passibly do so 
will see it. 

The champion, Robert J., justly deserves 
his title of the pacing king, for he has 
Mever been beaten during the past two 
phenomenal seasons. His opponent, Joe 
Patchen, is conceded to be one of his most 
@angerous rivals for championship honors, 
for until he met Robert J., he also had 
carried everything before him. ' 

Pour times did these equine flyers meet 
G@uring the past season, viz., at Daven-

Trotting Records for ’Ninety-five. 
THE OUTLOOK FOR THE COMING SEA- 
SON VERY BRIGHT. 


Under the head of “Trotting Prospects 
for 1895, the veteran Joseph Cairn Simp- 
son says in the Breeder and Sportsman: 

„To write that the prospects for trot- 
and pacing the coming season are very 
bright, is abundantly justified by present 
appearances. In the first place the boun- 
tiful supply of rain is a token that crops 
will be good, in fact, there could not be a 
better outlook at this season of the year. 
Too good, say those who are prone to look 
at the dark side of the picture, and prog- 
nosticate drouths, horth winds, or some 
other dire, calamity, months hereafter, 
with no better data than the favorable 
weather which has prevailed to build their 
gloomy forebodings upon. If favorable 
conditions obtain now, that is one im- 
portant point gained, and in place of an 
augury of evil is a guarantee of prosperity. 

“At least the most stubborn pessimist 
must admit that there could not be a bet- 
ter prospect at present, and, consequently, 
there will be nothing to overcome, no ne- 
cessity to amend the work already done. 
While nature has been bountiful; from all 
that can be learned at this time of writ- 
ing, there will be no lack of encourage- 
ment from associations. Already a trot- 
ting meeting has been resolved upon to be 
held under the auspices of the California 
Jockey Club, a programme decided upon 
which will soon be made public. A very 
liberal programme, indeed, one which can- 
not fail to secure the approval of owners, 
and result in a first-class meeting. Apart 
from adding another big meeting to the 
California circuit, the effects will be ex- 
ceedingly beneficial to harness horse in- 
terests. 

“There has always been a feeling of 
jealousy between the ultra-advocates of 
racing and trotting sports. Of late years 
this feeling has been intensified in the 
cities where racing has received the 
largest share of attention, and the asso- 
ciations which have that branch of horse 
affairs under their care have been charged 
with animosity, and a determination to 
crush out harness racing. If there has 
been such a purpose the indications are 
that Eastern clubs are not in opposition 
now, and in lieu cf placing obstacles in 
the way will lend their aid to further the 
‘truly American sport.’ 

“The California Jockey Club has taken 
the most emphatic way of signifying its 
friendliness. When the programme is pub- 
lished there will be no chance for misun- 
derstanding. A plain and easily under- 
stood proposition. A programme of liberal 
purses, of low_entrance fees, generous clas- 
sification and favorable conditions. 

“It will be a fitting conclusion to the 
California trotting season, affording an- 
other opportunity for the light-harness bri- 
gade to gather fame and fortune. With 
four trotting meetings of the caliber of 
summer and fall meetings of the Breed- 
ers, the Golden Gate and the California 
Jockey Club, and with these, the others 
which are held contiguous to the bay, San 
Jose, Petaluma, Vallejo, and Napa, trot- 
ters and pacers will be well provided for 
in that district. 8 

“Then the State Fair will leave noth- 
ing undone on its part, Stockton is always 
pushing; in the northern country there 
will be lively times, while in the south, 
from San Jose to San Diego, there will be 
a series of meetings which, judging from 
the past, will be fully up to the standard 
of the best in this region. Taking the 


opinion of those who attended the meet- 


ings of 1893-4 at Los Angeles for a guide, 
and as all agree there is no chance for 
contention to the contrary, that is the 
banner trotting town of the Coast. Another 
favorable augury enth m is catching, 
and though the City ot the Angels has now 
the foremost place, ‘and very likely 


which it is safe to predict 1895 will show. 

“That the prospects for the coming 
year are brightened by the presence of 80 
many of the crack performers of the 
past season is my firm belief. To see 
them at a season which forbids regular 
programmes will enhance the interests of 
future meetings in which home horses 
take part. ‘Stars’ which blaze and scin- 
tillate at the same time and on the same 
stage as the stock company are sure to 
lessen the attractions of the regular per- 
formers, but when restricted in their or- 
bits so that there is no danger of observa- 
tion from conjunction or the larger inter- 
cepting the greater part of the sunshine, 
no ill result is likely to follow. Stimu- 
lated by seeing the big heroes and he- 
roines of the tracks, and acquiring a fond- 
ness for the sport from witnessing the 
exploits of those who hold the first place 
in the records, they are induced to attend 
the ‘regular meeting’ of their vicinity 
which otherwise would have been passed. 

“Should the weather prove favorable 
the celebrities now located at Los Ange- 
les can make a tour of the State with ad- 
vantage to all concerned. 

Not by advertising matches which are 
known to be fictitious, or displaying big 
purses on flaming posters. This brings 
discredit on bona fide contests and les- 
sens faith in the honesty of ho folk. 

“If Alix and Directum come together, if 
even an equal division of the ‘gate money’ 
is the reward, let it be so announced; if 
those who are traveling in company give 
an exhibition so publish it. With a ‘good 
day and good track’ thousands will con- 
gregate to see Alix and Directum settle 
the tie, which now stands, between them, 
at San Jose, Oakland and Sacramento, and 
an exhibition of the trotters and pacers 
which are under the charge of Mr. Salis- 
bury and Mr. Geers, will draw like an 
eighty-ton locomotive. 

“If within their scheme could a meeting 
be arranged between Alix and Directum 
on the Oakland track, and the California 
Jockey Club close its gates on that, and 
another day, when an exhibition of Robert 
J., Fantasy, Azote, Directly and others in 
the strings of Messrs. Salisbury and Geers, 
would be the attraction. the biggest crowds 
of the year would be in attendance, and 
with beneficial results to the horse in- 
terests of the Coast. Some time in the 
future, dependent on the weather, .for 
Directum to be in order, as he had had 
only slow work since his return, still that 
time can be awaited with complacency 
ee so good a thing is in the prospec- 

on.“ 


New Trotting and Pacing Standards. 
Following are the trotting and pacing 
standards of the American Trotting Reg- 
ister Association as they now stand. They 
go into effect January 1, 1895: 
THD TROTTING STANDARD. 

In order to define what constitutes a 
standard-bred trotting horse, and to es- 
tablish a breed of trotters on a more in- 
telligent basis, the following rules are 
adopted to control admission to registra- 
tion. When an animal meets the require- 
ments of admission and is duly registered, 
it shall be accepted as a standard-bred 
trotting animal: 

First—Any trotting stallion that has a 
record of two minutes and thirty seconds 
(2:30,) or better; provided any of his get 
has a record of 2:35 trotting or bet™r; or, 
provided his sire or dam is already a stand- 
ard trotting animal. 

Second—Any mare or gelding that has a 
trotting record of 2:30 or better whose sire 
or dam is standard. 

Third—Any horse that is the sire of two 
trotters with records of 2:30 or better. 

Fourth—Any horse that is the sire of 
one trotter with a record of 2:30 or better; 
provided, he has either of the following 
qualifications: (1) A trotting record of 
2:35 or better. (2) Is the sire of two other 
animals with trotting records of 2:35. (3) 
Has a sire or dam that is already a stand- 
ard trotting animal. 

Fifth—Any mare that has produced a 
trotter with a record. of 2:30. 

Sixth—The progeny of a standard trot- 
ting horse when out 6f a standard trotting 
mare. 

Rescind rules Nos. 7, 8 and 9, and in 
their stead substitute the following, to-wit: 
“Rule 7—Any mare whose sire is stand- 
ard, and whose dam and second dam are 
by a standard horse.”’ 

THE PACING STANDARD. ’ 

In order to define. what constitutes a 
standard-bred pacing horse, and to estab- 
lish a breed of pacers on a more intel- 
ligent basis, the following rules are 
adopted to control admission to registra- 
tion. When an animal meets the require- 
ments of admission and is duly registered, 
it shall be accepted as a standard-bred 
pacing animal: 

First—Any pacing stallion that has a 
record of two minutes and twenty-five sec- 
onds (2:25,) or better, provided any of his 
get has a record of 2:30 pacing, or better, 
or provided his sire or dam is already a 
pacing animal. 

Second—Any mare or gelding that has a 
pacing record of 2:25, or better, whose sire 
or dam is a standard. 

Third—Any horse that is the sire of two 
pacers with records of 2:25. 

Fourth—Any horse that is the stre of cre 
pacer with a record of 2:25, or better, pro- 
vided he has either of the following ad- 
ditional qualifications: (I) A pacing rec- 
ord of 2:30 or better. (2) Is the sire of 
two other animals with pacing records of 
2:30. (3) Has a sire or dam that is al- 
ready a standard pacing animal. 

Fifth—Any mare that has produced a 
pacer with a record of 2:25, or better. 

Sixth—The progeny of a standard pacing 
horse when out of a standard pacing mare. 

Tenth—The progeny of a standard trot- 
ting horse, out of a standard pacing mare, 
or of a standard pacing mare, or of a 
standard pacing horse put of a standard 
trotting mare. 

Rescind rules Nos. 7, 8 and 9, and in their 
stead substitute the following, to-wit: 
„Rule 7—Any mare whose sire is standard, 
and whose dam and second dam are by a 
standard horse.

They knew it would be an 
ordinary steam railway, and not a dummy 
line, and thought it would benefit them, 
or they wouldn't have signed for free 
right-of-way. The fact is, they think that 
the Southern Pacific Company, having

Both the Sec- 
ond and Fourth districts embrace portions 
of the city, and in both new men have 
been elected. Mr. Newberg is the only one 
of the Supervisors resident in the city. 
Mr. Holbrook of the Second being a resi- 
dent of Ontario. This condition of affairs 
has brought about a conflict for the chair- 
manship. Ordinarily this honor and re- 
sponsibility would go to one of the 
hold-overs, but they are non-residénts in 
the city. A. B. Ruggles of Redlands, one 
of the hold-overs, is anxious for the 
honor and has the backing, we understand. 
of the present chairman, J. N. Victor, at 
least he was named as the member of the 
Executive Committee of the Supervisors 
of Southern California by Mr. Victor at 
the meeting in Los Angeles, and served 
at the meeting held yesterday. This is 
thought to be the first step his candi- 
dacy which would be the virtual transfer 
of the executive seat of government from 
this city to Redlands. Mr. Ruggles is an 
able man and a competent officer, and is 
one of the three hold-overs who will con- 
stitute a majority, and unless one of them 
votes with the new members the chair- 
manship and with it the executive head 
of the county government will go to Red- 
lands, for during the interim between 
sessions of the board the chairman is 
the chief executive officer of the county. 

The only objection urged to Mr. Rug- 
gles is his residence in Redlands. It is 
claimed that the chairman should reside 

the county seat. It is claimed that this 
will be much more important now that 
the county has been reduced to the twelfth 
class in which Supervisors are only al- 
lowed $600 per annum and a maximum of 
$100. mileage. One of the results of this 
change is thought to be less frequent ses- 
sions than when $8 per diem and actual 
legal mileage was allowed. This. will 
necessarily throw more work and responsi- 
bility. upon the chairman and renders his 
residence at the county seat more neces- 
sary. 

The question of the chairmanship is be- 
tween Oscar Newberg of this city, who is 
one of, our best equipped business men, 
and has had previous experience in the 
eee and A. B. Ruggles of Red- 


SAN BERNARDINO BREVITIES. 


The injunction suit against the Super- 
visors to prevent them from executing 
the contract continuing the construction of 
the Courthouse to Riley, Lane & Thorn- 
ton of Los Angeles came up before Judge 
Otis of the Superior Court this morning, 
and was continued till Monday morning, 
December 24, at 10 o'clock. The applica- 
tion to amend the complaint was heard 
this afternoon at 3 o'clock, and allowed, 
the defendants waiving time and agreeing 
to have answer in Monday morning. The 
amended complaint makes the county the 
defendant instead of the Supervisors. 


The attempt to create a contest in this 
county on the part of officers not re-elected 
to hold over is falling flat. Sheriff Booth 
says that F. L. Holcomb was legally 
elected his successor and shall take office 
as far as he is eoncerned, even if the 
country government act fixing terms of of- 
fices should be declared unconstitutional. 
In that event he would go before the 
Board of Supervisors and resign to relieve 
his bondsmen. 

The Stillman estate at Redlands was 
sold today for $32,000 under judgment 
awarded Mrs. Stanford, and bid in by her 
attorney, Charles A. Lovell of San Fran- 
cisco, who was here with her private sec- 
retary, H. C. Nash, to attend to the busi- 
ness. This sum was less than half the 
amount loaned by Col. Stanford to his old 
friend, Stillman, years ago, and which 
would never have been called for while the 
colonel lived.

REDLANDS. 

REDLANDS, Dec. 23.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) When the one saloon in Red- 
lands first opened its doors the question 
was agitated of petitioning the Trustees 
to permit the windows and doors to be 
screened. This was advocated on the 
ground that children should not be al- 
lowed to see what was going on within. 
Public sentiment, however, was so strong 
atainst the scheme that the matter was 
dropped. But the children of this world 
are in their generation wiser than the 
children of light. The doors and windows 
are now very well streened, and with no 
permit from the city, and little trouble on 
the part of the proprietors.

He worked at 
his trade as a carpenter for several years, 
and, before détoming proprietor of the 
Baker House, two years ago, was em- 
ployed at the Natick House, Los Ange- 
les, for some three years. 

‘Mr. Heistand was a man of integrity 
and honesty, conscientious in all his dea)- 
ings. He was a member of the 1.0.0. F. 
of this city, and this society had charge 
of the funeral services, which took place 
at Adams's undertaking parlor, at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon, Rev. E. J. Inwood offi- 
clating. The remains will be forwarded 
to Los Angeles Monday, where interment 
will take place. A service will also be 
held in Los Angeles, at the undertaking 
parlor of Sharp & Samson, at 2 o'clock 
Monday afternoon, the 24th inst. Mr. 
Heistand leaves a widow to mourn his
